The State Civil Service Commission 


reports that during tbe last three years 
it has held on an average 'three exam- 
inations a year for the position of 
stenographer. 
From thirty to fifty 


candidates usually make the eligible 
list at each examination, and nearly 
every candidate who passes has a 
chance during the term of eligibility to 
accept a position. 
There are about 


twenty-five stenographic positions in 
the legislature, open to men only, at 
salaries averaging about $150 a month 
during the legislative session. 
The 


more competent stenographers in the 
legislature invariably get advancement i 
as a result of their legislative experi-' 
ence. 
There is no other eligible list so 


quickly exhausted as that ot stenog- 
rapher. The reason obviously is that 
there is a present demand both in the 
state service and in the business world, 
especially for women who have suffic- 
ient education to fit them for secre- 
tarial work. 
The next examination for stenog- 


rapher, including stenographers for the 
legislative session of 1911, will be held 
on the 25th of June. 
Salaries for 


women range from ?40 to $100 per 
month. There are frequent calls for 
stenographers at salaries ranging from 
$45 to $60. 
The state service covers a 
wide 
range, and to supply the necesaary in- 
formation to persons who are interested 
in tbe work, the commission has issued 
a pamphlet of information which des- 
cribes the various clerical, 
steno- 


graphic, technical and manual posi- 
tions in tbe state service. This may be 
procured by writing to the State Civil 
Service Commission at Madison, Wis. 
JThe work of the commission has 
grown steadily during the last four or 
five years, and at the present time from 
seventy-five to one hundred temporary 
and permanent positions are being filled 
each month by competitive examina- 
tions.

Beat a can of small, tender greea 


pea* In their own liquor, adding a tea- 
•poonful of sugar. Drain off nearly 
an tbe liquor and measure. Tor a cup- 
ful melt two level tablaspoonfuls of 
batter In a saucepan, stir In two level 
tabtespoonfuls of flour and when 
smooth add the cup of liquor. 
Stir 


and cook until It looks smooth, then 
•Mason with salt and pepper and add 
the peas, the yolks of two eggs beaten 
light with a tablespoonful of lemon 
Juice or, If you have it on hand, a 
tablespoonful of vinegar drained from 
mint sauce. 
Cook the sauce a few 


minutes after adding tbe egg and then 
pour the whole over nicely toasted 
bread squares or serve In little bread 
boxes or patty ahells. 


Barbecued Rabbit. 


Open plump young rabbits all the 


waj down tbe under side, wash and 
clean thoroughly.

These par- 
ticles do not take the color like th« 
rest of the butter, and tiie (specks are 
tbus caused. This may be remedied 
by carefully atrululng the cream when 
it Is put into the cburu. 


Another cause of white specks Is 


this: When some milk IH nklmined off 
with tbe cream, as In uwually done in 
tbe case of deep cold setting, this 
milk settles to the bottom, gets over- 
ripe and forms a curd, which will be 
so bard an not to break up in churn- 
ing and will not run off with tbe but- 
termilk, but will remain with the but- 
ter as white specks, or flecks, as 
they are soinetitnett called. This can 
be remedied by not letting the cream 
stand so long before churning or by 
frequent and thorough stirring of tbe 
cream during the process of ripening. 
These hard, white particles can also 
be taken out by straining tbe cream.— 
United States Department of Agricul- 
ture Bulletin. 


Sunlight a Disinfectant. 


It ought to be clear to every fanner 


that the best, cheapest and surest 
method to keep his stock healthy Is 
to let the sunlight into the stables and 
pen* and let tbe animals out into tbe 
open air enough to invigorate and 
cleanse them as no disinfectant can, 
says the Homestead. 


There are cloudy and rainy periods 


when our animals are short of sun- 
light, when dampness increases In 
pens and beds and conditions favor- 
able to Increase tbe microbes and dis- 
ease trouble us. Some resort to dis- 
infectants and exchange the musty 
smell of the damp quarters for the 
louder smell of coal tar. That may be 
tbe thing to do, but it is not the thine 
to do to rely on the disinfectant and 
neglect to let in the sunlight as soon 
as the clouds go by. 


Clean out damp bedding and all the 


corners where fine filth is crowded 
and loaded with microbes and let In 
more sunlight and put In dry bedding. 
If the stable or pen is so built that 
the sunlight cannot pour Into every 
nook and corner, then spend money to 
change tbe structure to let the sun* 
light In.

Mr. Neseman was elected a 
member of the common council at the 
April election in 1904 and served in 
that official capacity for four years. 
He belonged to Stumpf Lodge, I. 0. 0. 
F., and Monadnock Encampment, be- 
ing a faithful member of both organi- 
zations. Three years ago he was mar- 
ried to Miss Ida Martin of this city, by 
whom he is survived, together with 
one daughter, Leona Maxcine, a?ed 2 
years. 
He also leaves two sisters. 


Misses Judith and Clara Neseman, bulh 
of Sheboygan, and who were with him 
during his illness. 


The funeral took place.from the resi- 


dence at 2 o'clock Friday afternoon, 
Rev. J. A. Steroen officiating, followed 
by interment in Forest cemetery beside 
the remains of his first wife, who died 
a number of years ago.

Succumbs to Pneumonia. 


WHOLE NATION IN MOURNING 


Monarch'* Death Occurred Before Sub- 


ject! Had Realized That He Was 


Seriously III—Sketch of 


His Long and Bril- 


liant Career. 


Edward VII., king of the United 


Kingdom of Great Britain and Ire- 
land, and of all the British Dominions 
beyond the Seaa, emperor of India, 
as bis full royal title reads, was born 
In Buckingham palace, London, on 
November 9, 1841, and vras the second 
child and first son of Queen Victoria 
End the Prince Consort Albert. 
He 


•was christened Albert Edward, and at 
Bis very birth was given an imposing 
list of titles. He was at once created 
prince of Wales and by virtue of that 
cigcity he became also knight of the 
garter. As heir apparent to the Brit- 
ish throne he succeeded to the title 
of duke of Cornwall and its emolu- 
ments, and as heir to the crown of 
Scotland he became great steward 
of Scotland, duke of Rothesay, earl of 
Carrick. baron of Renfrew and lord 
of the isles. On September 10, 1S49, 
he was created earl of Dublin, this 
title being conferred on him and his 
heirs in perpetuity. Among the other 
titles and commands held by Edward 
were duke of Saxony, colonel of the 
Tenth hussars, colonel-in-chief of the 
Rifle brigade, field marshal of the 
British army and field marshal of the 
German army. 


the klai'* HI health, which had been 
current for several days. w«r« con- 
firmed by the postponement of the 
ceremony. It was announced that the 
king was suffering from perltyphlHli. 
and on June 24 he underwent an op- 
eration. 
After some weeks of the 


greatest aniiety he recovered, and 
the coronation took place August 9. 


During the long years of his prince- 


hood Edward's public duties consisted 
BOlely in the office of representing the 
royal family at all manner of public 
events, and he performed these du- 
ties well. But the deadly monotony 
of such a life was too much for the 
vigorous man. and he found relaxa- 
tion in amusements that frequently 
gave rise to scandals and that gave 
the world a wrong impression of his 
real character. 
He wan especially 


fond of the theater and among his 
boon companions for years were ac- 
tresses and actors. 
Also he devel- 


oped a great liking for Paris and often 
visited that gay capital incognito. 


But all this, as has been said, was 


•only his relaxation, and after coming 
to the throne his conduct always was 
so circumspect that not the most cap- 
tious critic could find any fault with it. 


Edward was always a liberal patron 


of art and science and manifested a 
lively interest in exhibitions, chari- 
table institutions, the housing of the 
poor, agriculture and other matters 
that concerned the welfare of his sub- 
jects. He assisted in promoting the 
Royal College of Music, and the Im- 
perial institute was due to his sug- 
gestion. 
While prince of Wales he 


carefully abstained from participation 
in politics and from all action that 
could be construed into preference of 
one party over another. 
He culti- 


vated the most friendly relations with 
public men, whatever their opinions 
might be, and he was equally cour- 
teous to all. At peculiar crises of pub- 
lic opinion his visits to Mr. Gladstone, 
Mr. Bright and other prominent mem- 
bers of the liberal party did much to 
counterbalance in the public mind 
Queen Victoria's preference for her 
Conservative ministers.

Edward's public life bepnn 5n Feb- 


ruary. 1S63. when, as heir to the 
throne, he took his seat 5n the house 
of lords. 
On March 10 of the Fame 


j-ear he married Princess Alexandra 
Taroline Mary Charlotte Louise .Tulia. 
:he eldest daughter of King Christian 
IX. of Denmark. Her beauty, grace 
and charming manners at once gave 
tier a popularity in Great Britain that 
aas continued unlessened throughout 
her life as princess and queen. In 
1875-76 the prince made an extended 
tour through the Indian empire and 
was received everywhere with lavish 
•nd magnificent hospitality, the native 
rulers seeking to outdo one another 
in the gorgeousnee* of the entertain- 
ments provided for t*«ir emperor. 


On the death of Queen Victoria, 


January 22, l»01. Edward succeeded to 
the tfcrone. Th« coronation was s«t 
for Jun* *i, 1*02. and all preparations 
tor Ue magnificent event had been 


when «l«<atetteff rumors at 


that Edward always inclined to the 
Nationalists in Irish politics, but con- 
stitutional restrictions p^e^ented his 
showing his preferences in relation to 
the Emerald Isle. 


As a diplomat Edward was unexcel- 


led among the monarchs of Europe. 
His influence was always thrown to 
the side of international peace where 
compatible with national honor, and 
his advice and example had a steady- 
ing effect on all Europe. He looked 
with amused tolerance on the 
va- 


garies and extravagances of his neph- 
ew, the emperor of Germany, but oc- 
casionally that ruler exasperated him 
to such an extent that be could not 
refrain from giving him some stern 
advice. Such admonition was not re- 
ceived by William in a 
submissive 


spirit, and once in a while there were 
sensational rumors that the peaceful 
relations between the two countries 
were about to be ruptured. 


The development of the king's char- 


acter in bis later years was especially 
gratifying to the nation. In addition 
to the love of his people, which he 
had always had. he gained their ad- 
miration and respect. They had the 
utmost confidence in his good judg- 
ment, as was amply exemplified dur- 
ing the late crisis over the budget, 
and they were always sure he would 
do the right thing at the right time. 


To Edward 
and Alexandra were 


born six children. The first. Prince 
Albert, duke of Clarence, died in 1892. 
aged twenty-eight years. The second, 
George Frederick Ernest Albert, born 
on June 3, 1865. succeeds 
to

throne.

Charles A. White at the Bnggs bouse 
in Chicago for White's vote en a con- 
tract and for his" vote for ^Villiam 
Lorimer as United States senator. 


Representative Robert E. Wilson of 


Chicago, Democrat; accused of falsely 
testifying before the 
Cook county 


grand jury that he did not pay $900 
each to Representative White and 
H. J. C. Beckemeyer at the Southern 
hotel in St. Louis on July 15 last as 
their respective shares in the legisla- 
tive "jack pot." 


Representative Michael S. Link of 


Mitchell, Democrat; accused of falsely 
testifying under oath before the grand 
Jury that he was not in the Southern 
hotel at St. Louis on the day v.-hen 
Representatives White, Beckemeyer 
and Wilson testified he was present, 
being the occasion when White and 
Beckemeyer alleged the "jack rot" of 
$900 apiece was distributed by \Vilson 
as the deputed agent of Reprtsenta- 


rooms early la the morning by tb« 
secret elevator from the offices 
of 


State's Attorney Wayman 
after he 


had made a preliminary confesalOD to 
Waymuu and had been told that If be 
would tell all be would be given Im- 
munity on the perjury Indictment. 


Link's confession touched directly

Bomb to Browne and Wilson. 


Link's confession came as a bomb- 


shell to Brown and Wilson, the men 
vho it is alleged distributed the sena- 
orial election bribes and the "Jack- 
pot" 
money, so far as these moneys 


appertained to the Democratic end of 
he bipartisan deal. 


Browne and Wilson appeared at the 


criminal court building to furnnish 
)onds on their indictments, returned 
Yiday evening, Just as the news of 
ink's confession came 
from 
the 


grand jury chambers. 


Both plainly were worried, but Wil- 


son seemed less concerned than the 
Ottawa legislator. 


Both Browne and Wilson presented 


the same bondsmen, as follows: 


Johnnie" Powers, alderman of the 


Nineteenth ward, former state sena- 
tor.John J Brennan, alderman of the 
Eighteenth ward. 


In addition to these two Wilson's 


bond was signed by his brother-in-law, 
Francis J. Casey. 


Tells of Primary Bribe Offer. 


Second only in importance to the 


indictments themselves was the unex- 
pected and volunteered statement by 
Representative Joseph S. Clark that he 
had been offered a $500 bribe to vote 
against the direct primary bill in the 
Forty-fifth general assembly. 


His statement came in an outburst 


of wrath when, following the indict- 
ments of his fellow legislators, he was 
against questioned by Assistant State's 
Attorney Arnold as to matters he had 
testified to before the grand Jury. 


"Twenty-five $20 bills were counted 


out before me in my room," said Mr. 
Clark, "and I was told they were mine 
if I would agree to vote against the 
pending direct primary bill. I refused 
and voted for the bill, as the records 
•will show." 


First Public Declaration. 


This statement, advanced by Clark 


to demonstrate his claim of probity 
at Sm-mgfield, is the first public dec- 
laration that bribery was attempted in 
1C"'7 to defeat direct primary legisla- 
tion. 


Yes," said Mr. Clark after he had 


emerged from this ordeal with Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Arnold, "I did 
say that I had been offered a bribe to 
vote against the direct primary bill 
in 1907, but I do not care to have that 
statement published. 
The matter is 


now old and I merely mentioned it to 
show how I could have made money 
had I been so disposed at Springfield 
while a member of the legislature."

Hanley of Indiana. Soldiers, sailors, 
business men, professional men and 
ministers were In attendance.

congress closed on Friday. 


Close of Remarkable Campaign.

NOBEL PRIZE COMMITTEE 


Lecture on 'International Peace" b Delivered 


in Christiania—Ways in Which the 


Cause May Be Advanced Are 


Set Forth.

One of the most interesting reports 


at the recent meeting of the National 
Association for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis was that, of 
the executive secretary, Dr. Livingston 
Farrand, showing the growth of the 
anti-tuberculosis movement since May 
1, 1909. The number of associations 
for the prevention of consumption has 
increased from 290 to over 425; the 
number of sanatoria and hospitals for 
the treatment of tuberculosis is from 
29Sto400; and the special tuberculosis 
dispensaries from 222 to 265. During 
the year 1909, thirty-six out of forty- 
three 
legislatures 
in 
session con- 


sidered the subject of tuberculosis, 
and in 28, bills were passed for the 
prevention or treatment of this dis- 
ease. Since the opening of the legis- 
lative season of 1910, out of ten legis 
latures in session up to May 1, al 
hare considered the subject of tuber 
culosis and every one of them has 
enacted some law that bears on this 
subject-

wan the flttlnc topic selected by Col. 
Theodore Rooserelt for his lecture be- 
fore the Nobel prize committee, which 


M delivered here Thursday. A large 


and dlatlnguiBhed audience listened to 
the man to whom was awarded the 
Nobel peace prize for bringing about 
peace between Japan and RuBBia. Mr. 
Roosevelt aaid: 


Need of Industrial Peace. 


It It with peculiar pleasure that I 


•land here today to eatress the deep 
appreciation I feel of the high honor 
conferred upon me by the presenta- 
tion of the Nobel peace prize. The 
gold medal which formed part of the 
prize I shall always keep, and I shall 
hand It on to my children as a precious 
heirloom. The sum of money provided 
as part of the prize by the wise gen- 
erosity of the illustrious founder of 
this world-famous prize system, I did 
not, under the peculiar circumstances 
of the case, feel at liberty to keep. I 
think it eminently just and proper 
that in most cases the recipient of the 
prize should keep for his own use the 
prize In its entirety. 
But in 
this 


case, while I did not act officially as 
president of the United States, it was 
nevertheless only because I was pres- 
flent that I was enabled to act at all; 
and I felt that the money must be 
considered as having been given me 
n trust for the United States. I there- 
ore used it as a nucleus for a founda- 
tion to forward the cause of Indus- 
rial peace, as being well within the 
general purpose of your committee; 
or in our complex Industrial civiliza- 
ion of today the peace of righteous- 
ness and justice, the only kind of 
peace worth having, is at least as 
necessary in the industrial world as 


is among nations. 
There is 
at 


east as much need to curb the cruel 
greed and arrogance of part of the 
world of capital, to curb the 
cruel 


greed and violence of part 
of 
the 


world of labor, as to check a cruel 
and unhealthy militarism in interna- 
tional relationships. 


When Peace May Be Evil. 


We must ever bear in mind that the 


treat end in view is righteousness, 
justice as between man and man, na- 
tion and nation, the chance to lead 
our lives on a some~vhat higher level, 
with a broader spirit of brotherly good 
will one for another. 
Peace is gen- 


erally good in itself, but it is never 
the highest good unless it comes aa 
the handmaid of righteousness; and it 
becomes a very evil thing if it serves 
merely as a mask for cowardice and 
sloth, or as an instrument to further 
the ends of despotism or 
anarchy. 


We" despise and -abhor the bully, the 
brawler, the oppressor, whether 
in 


private or public life; but we despise 
no less the coward and the voluptu- 
ary- No man is worth calling a man 
who will not fight rather than submit 
to infamy or see those that are dear 
to him suffer wrong. No nation de- 
serves to exist If it permits itself to 
lose the stern and virile virtues; and 
this without regard to whether the 
loss Is due to the growth of a heart- 
less and all-absorbing commercialism, 
to prolonged indulgence in luxury and 
soft effortless ease, or to the deifica- 
tion of a warped and twisted senti- 
mentality. 


Moreover, and above all, let us re- 


member that words count only when 
they give expression to deeds or are 
to be translated into them. The lead- 
ers of the Red Terror prattled of 
peace while they steeped their hands 
in the blood of the 
innocent; 
and 


many a tyrant has called it peace 
when he has scourged honest protest 
Into silence. Our Fords must be 
judged by our deeds; and in striving 
for a lofty Ideal w~e must use prac- 
tical methods; and if we cannot at- 
tain all at one leap, we must advance 
towards it step by step, reasonably 
content so long as we do actually 
make some progress in the right di- 
rection. 


Now, 
having freely admitted the 


limitations to our work, and the qual- 
ifications to be borne in mind. I feel 
that I have the right to have my 
words taken seriously when I point 
out where, in my judgment, great ad- 
vance can be made in the cause of in- 
ternational peace. I speak as a prac- 
tical man. and whatever I now advo- 
cate I actually tried to do when I was 
for the time being the head of a great 
nation, and keenly jealous of its hon- 
or and interest 
1 ask other nations 


to do only what I should be glad to 
see my own nation do. 


Treaties of Arbitration. 


The advance can be made along 


several lines. First of all there can 
be treaties of arbitration. There ara. 
of course, states so backward that a 
civilized community ought not to en- 
ter Into an arbitration treaty with 
them, at least until we have gon« 
•uch farther than at present In se- 
curing SOB* ktotf of International po- 
lice action. 
Bat all really ciTilltei 


conm-initJcs should have effective ar- 
bitration treaties among themselves.

would go a long way towards creating 
a world opinion which would finally 
find expression in the provision of 
methods to forbid or punish any such 
violation. 


Work of Hague Tribunal. 


Secondly, there is 'he further de- 


velopment of The Ha*ue tribunal, of 
the work of the conferences and courts 
at The Hague. It has been well said 
that 
the 
first 
Hague 
conference 


framed a Magna Charta »or the na- 
tions; it set before us an ideal which 
has already to some extent been real- 
ized, and towards the full realization 
of which we can all steadily strive. 
The second conference made furth»r 
progress; the third should do yet 
more. 
Meanwhile the American gov- 


ernment has more than once tenta- 
tively suggested methods for 
com- 


pleting the court of arbitral justice. 
constituted at the second Hague con- 
ference, and for rendering it effective. 
It is earnestly to be hoped that the 
various governments of Europe, work- 
ing with those of America and of 
Asia, shall set themselves seriously to 
the task of devising some method 
•which shall accomplish this result. If 
I may venture the suggestion, it would 
be well for the statesmen of the 
world, in planning for the erection of 
this world court, to study what has 
been done in the United States by the 
Supreme court. I cannot help think- 
ing that the Constitution of the Uni- 
ted States, notably in the establish- 
ment of the Supreme court and in the 
methods adopted for securing peace 
and good relations 
among and 
be- 


tween the different states, offers cer- 
tain valuable analogies to what should 
be striven for in order to secure. 
through The Hague courts and confer- 
ences, a species of world federation 
for internatiohal peace and justice. 
There are, of course, fundamental dif- 
ferences between 
what the 
T'ni'ed 


States Constitution does and •vhat we 
should ever attempt at this time to 
secure at The Hague; but th» meth- 
ods adopted in the American Consti- 
tution to prevent hostilities be:weea 
the states, and to secure the suprem- 
acy of the federal court in certain 
classes of cages, are well -worth the 
study of those who seek at The Hague 
to obtain the same result on a world 
scale.

The supreme difficulty ia connection 
with developing the peace work of 
The Hague arises from the lack of any 
executive power, of SJJT police power 
to enforce the decree of the court. 
In any community of any size the au- 
thority of the courts rests upon actual 
or potential force; on the existence of 
a police, or on the knowledge that the 
able-bodied men of the country are 
both ready and willing to see that the 
decrees of judicial and legislative 
bodies are put Into effect. In new and 
wild communities where there 1s vio- 
lence. an honest man roust protect 
himself; and until other means of se- 
curing his safety are devised, it Is 
both foolish and wicked to persuade 
him to surrender his arms while the 
men who are dangerous to the com- 
munity retain theirs. 
He should not 


renounce the right to protect himself 
by his own effort* until the commu- 
nity to so organised that It can effec- 
tively relieve the Individual of the 
doty of putting down violence. So It 
la with nations.

paid, in most cases, a contract prlr<« of from Ifl 
to 15 cent* per pound; but on many of the large 
estates an effort is now being mad<> to effect pay- 
ments for the labor by the day. week or month. 
and la this way prevent the destruction of the 
trees frequently caused by a greedy desire on the 
part of the chiclero, when under contract, to ob- 
tain a* much sap as possible without regard to 
the Injuries «u»Ulned by the tr«»es. 


In granting concessions to gather chicle In the 


national forest reservations, the La tin- American 
government* demand that natives shall be proper- 
ly instructed In the gathering and preparation of 
the gum. an promiscuous tapping will not be long- 
er tolerated. 


Tn some Instances trees have been tapped for 


25 years, where care has been 
taken, although 


after that time they produced but from one-half 
to two pounds of sap. However, if allowed to re- 
main untapped for a period of five or six years. 
they will then produce from three to five pounds 
of gum. Authorities differ In regard to the aver- 
age height of the sapota, and the length of time

required for its maturity; but a general average 
height can be placed at from 25 to 40 feet, 
maturity is reached at from 40 to 50 years. A 
tree 25 years old, and producing from 2u to 25 
pounds of chicle each year, will measure 25 to 30 
feet in height, and 22 inches in diameter. 


In tapping the trees a V-shaped incision is cut 


spirally all around the tree, the arms of the cut 
extending upward, in order to permit the sap to 
flow freely to the bottom, where a receptacle is 
placed at the end of the gully. The sap has the 
appearance of milk as it flows from the tree, but 
It afterward takes on a yellowish color, and thick- 
ens until it is about the consistency of treacle. 


After gathering the sap It Is carried to the boll- 


ing sheds, and by a rather primitive boiling proc- 
ess is brought to the proper consistency. As the 
operation continues. It is necessary to knead the 
mass from time to time, in order to extract the 
water. 
The gum. If properly handled, will take 


on a light gray color, although there Is consider- 
able variation in the shades and colors of 
the 


products received from the different districts. In 
the old days much deception was practised by the 
chtcleros. who. In order to Increase the weight, 
would insert stones, bark, sand or wood In the 
boiling chicle, before it was tariffed into loaves. 
This clever deception Is a thing of the past, how- 
ever, as the contracts today call for a pure 
straight article, and tb^re Is little opportunity of 
adding any foreign substances. 


Much of the chicle is shipped in rough, uneven 


loaves to th« T'nit^d States via Canada, -where It 
Is refined and dried out to one-half of Its original 
weight, thereby saving so p^r cent, of the duty. 


Fnder the Wilson bill the gum was admitted

two farif.- fir«t. that the calf had disappeared in 
the mti*'-. and secondly that the tortured whale 
was uTKJf; 't)t<?djy becoming w^ak^r. It was obvious 
that th'- -:rj«-T}ijal struggle could have only one end- 
ing. Si ill. however, she fought on doggedly, win- 
ning adinlr.-.tion and sympathy by h«r exhibition 
of hopo]r?s cnurane. Altering her tactics, by a su- 
preme offr.-t Fhe hurled her whole great bulk clear 
of the •aatf-r Tor a moment and the fascinated on- 
lookers bphtld the sharks hanging from various 
parts of JUT gleaming body by their serrated teeth. 
Then down she went again with a crash like thun- 
der and for an instant whale and sharks were 
burled amid masses of foam, heavily colored with 
the poor nvammal's life blood. 
Rising again, sbe 


essayed another change of plan, making for tht 
rocks and desperately striving to nab off the cling- 
ing sharks against their edges. But the threshers 
were equal "o the occasion; whilo those on the out- 
side maintain^ their grip, the others dived under 
their enemy and charged her anew, tearing at the 
whale's s»5de in an ecstasy of feroxJty that wa» 
bloodcurdling to witness. 


More and more feeble grew the whale'* strug- 


gles and at last—to the heartfelt relief of the spec- 
tators, for her death fight had been terrible to 
behold-—the great body turned over and sank b»> 
neath tho red-tinted water.
